which you, ray dear sir, are assist­ 
ing only to their future disaster.

and tarift out of 
politics,

The law governing finances

be left 
with the

tional banks, 
insurance and rail­ 
road corporations— who through a 
standing committee with some well 
known and honorable financier such 
as Mr. J. P. Morgan or Mr. August 
Belmont as chairman, 
who could 
formulate and have passed directly 
such laws on money as would be 
safe and useful for the whole peo­ 
ple. 
All laws governing the tariff 
could be handled in the same way 
by a committee appointed by the 
great manufacturing and industrial 
enterprises, and with such honora­ 
ble and 
charitable 
men 
as Mr. 
Rockefeller 
or 
Mr. Carnegie, 
as 
chairman of such committee, the 
most wise and useful 
tariff laws 
could be speedily put in force, not 
bothering those 
engaged in agri­ 
cultural or other rural work, or ex­ 
citing them by frequent elections, 
as is now the case. 
We have talked with Mr. Hanna 
as to many things which are now 
.wronging the lower classes and d i­ 
verting them from their labor. 
He 


thinks there are too many holidays, 
j and especially excursions to some­ 
what long 
distances, 
where these 
people meet and exchange exciting 
converse upon subjects such as we 
have referred to, 
and which they 
are not capable of understanding; 
besides this 
should b e at work; 
they spend too mu ch money, 
often 
go’ng to a hoiel and ladi ng out an I 
entire dav’s incuuie on one dinner. 
Gentlemen jike Mr. 
Astor or Mr. 
Rocketeller, 
who, 
by application 
and economy, have amassed a com ­ 
petence, 
never 
would 
think 
of 
spending a day’s income 
on 
one 
meal. 
How can 
workingmen ex­ 
pect to indulge 
in 
luxuries, 
idle 
away their time and prosper? 
We 
believe for their own good, if some 
Deneficient 
law 
could 
be passed 
which 
would 
limit 
excursiotis 
and 
confine 
the 
lower 
classes 
o 
the 
township 
in 
which 
they 
live, 
they 
would 
be much 
Detter ofí at the end of the year. 
These local laws, we presume, must 
be put into effect by each state, say 
through the governors, but the gov­ 
ernors could be appointed by com­ 
mittees of local bankers and manu­ 
facturers resident within the state, 
and we think if the present election 
is carried out by the honest people 
and Mr. Hanna that by 1900 the 
people 
themselves 
would 
unani­ 
mously vote for such changes in 
their state constitutions as would 
relieve them from the turmoil and 
worry over elections. 
Committees 
could act quickly and noiselessly, 
in fact bankers, money people and 
manufacturers are only too happy 
to be let alone, once they have 
good laws and good men in control. 
The people west should be im ­ 
pressed with the fact that our peo­ 
ple 
here can take care of them­ 
selves, come what may. 
We are 
concerned for only the classes that 
labor, 
whether in the factory, on 
the railroads, or on the farms. 
It 
is costing us a great deal of time 
besides several millions of dollars 
to teach these lessons, and they 
should realize that we cannot con­ 
stantly subscribe millions of money 
at 
presidential elections for their 
cause, which outlay by agitations is 
constantly 
increased. 
In 
talking 
with Mr 
Hanna recently he said 
he would need twenty-five millions 
of dollars from our city before the 
polis closed in November, caused 
by such men as you and Mr. Bryan, 
but we think that 
if 
treble 
the 
amount is really needed our gener­ 
ous people will supply it to keep 
the ignorant people from commit­ 
ting political suicide. 
Everyone 
at

to stand by him. 
Our newspapers 
are loyal to the people; they are

Superintendent. 


>YILD RUN OF AN ENGINE. 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“J)emocrat” Readers. 


Albert Wright Dickinson, for sev­ 
eral years general superintendent of 
the Missouri Pacific railway, died 
at his home at Seymour, Ind., last 
evening of paresis, aged 66 years. 
He began railroading as a biake- 
man on the Rochester and Syracuse 
road, New York, in 1852, rose to 
passenger conductor, and in 1857 
came to Cincinnati and was sent to 
Vincennes as division superintend­ 
ent’s clerk on the Ohio and Missis­ 
sippi railway, where he was pro­ 
moted to train dispatcher and soon 
tb passenger conductor. 
In January, 1864, he went to the 
Illinois Central as trainmaster and 
soon became assistant superintend­ 
ent of all the military roads run­ 
ning out of Nashville, Tenn. 
In December, 1871, he became a 
division superintendent on the Mis­ 
souri Pacific. 
On June 18, 1876, 
lie went to thè ‘ ‘Sunset” road. 
In 
October, 1879, 
became superin­ 
tendent of the Bridge and Union 
depot at St. I.ouis. 
In February, 
1880, he was made general superin­ 
tendent of the Missouri Pacific and 
superintendent of terminals at St. 
IfOuis. 
July 4, 
1887, be was appointed 
general superintendent of the Mis- 
^souri Pacific system, which position 
be held until May, 1893, when he 
was compelled to resign on account 
o f failing health. 
For three years he has been grad­ 
ually failing in body and mind and 
for many months he has been as 
helpless as a child. 
One daughter, 
bis only child, survives. 
His wife 
died 
very suddenly a few months 
ago. 
H e died the owner of two 
large farms near Seymour and a fine 
residence in Seymour. 
The funeral will 
take place at 
Seymour at 10 o’clock a. m. Satur­ 
day, 
and 
Superintendents L. D. 
Hopkins and Meed Stilwell, of this 
city, expect to attend.

The wide substitution of electricity 
and steam for horse-power has loner 
boon 
a commonplace. 
Heretofore 
rails have been needed in accomplish­ 
ing the change. 
Of late there is a 
revival of interest in schemes for the 
use of horseless carriages on the 
common roads. 
. Such schemes date back at least 
into the last century . 
Cugnot, a 
Frenchman who died in 1804, got 
into trouble by driving a steam en­ 
gine through the streets at 
the 
dangerous speed of three miles an 
hour. 
In England, during the first 
30 y ears of the present century , 
there was quite a contest between 
locomotives of the rail and locomo­ 
tives of the road, ending for a time 
m the complete triumph of the rail­ 
way s. 
But the victory was not won 
without the aid of parliament, which 
by various restrictive laws has ham­ 
pered the experimentation of aspir­ 
ing inventors on the common high­ 
way s. This legislation it is now pro­ 
posed in large measure to repeal. 
On the continent of Europe the 
inventor has been less trammelled, 
and in Franco particularly the ven­ 
turous Cugnot has had many suc­ 
cessors; possibly because of the de­ 
struction of the Bastile, to which he 
was once consigned after one of his 
trips. 
In the summer of 189 4 a 
Paris newspaper, Le Petit Journal, 
successfully organized a race be­ 
tween horseless carriages from Paris 
to Rouen. 
The intervening villages 
celebrated the occasion by cannon- 
firing and flag-waving. 
Seven dogs 
ran over, a lady bicy clist injured and 
a burster! boiler made up the list oi 
casualties. 
There were 19 entries 
and the greatest speed attained was 
about 18 miles an hour. 
Last y ear a similar 
race was 
organized, this time over a course 
extending all the way from Paris tc 
Bordeaux and back , a distance of 7 4 4 
miles. 
The entries included ail of 
the three sorts of carriages « hitherto 
chiefly used in such attempts—elec­ 
tric, steam and petroleum gas ve­ 
hicles. 
An average speed of nearly 
15 miles an hour was attained by the 
winner. 
No casualties are reported. 
Quite recently , 
in America, the 
somewhat pathetic end of an enthu­ 
siast, 
who for y ears had been at 
work 011 a steam bicy cle, was chron­ 
icled by the daily press. 
Having sc 
far perfected his machine as to de­ 
feat, on a regular race track , a field 
of expert wheelmen on ordinary 
bicy cles, he died in the moment of 
victory from no apparent phy sical 
injury , but presumably from an ex­ 
cess of joy in his achievement. 
By no means the first victim to 
the desire for speed, he will hardly 
oe the last. 
The fly ing-machine 
opens a comparatively fresh and ap­ 
parently limitless field ot adventure, 
which plenty of daring spirits will 
doubtless be found willing to enter. 
An offer of $5,000 has recently been 
made toward establishing a fund of 
$100,000 to promote experiments on 
this particular line. 
Boy s who are fond of birds and 
their nests 
will probably follow 
these experiments with interest and 
delight, while all winged creatures 
may well regard them with appre­ 
hension. 
The supplanted and dis­ 
used horse, contemplating with si­ 
lent indifference the swarm of trol­ 
ley cars, 
bicy cles and other still 
more amorphous 
vehicles of 
the 
horseless description, is a melan­ 
choly figure. 
Vv e can well imagine 
the consternation of the feathered 
tribe when the motorman and the 
“scorcher” give place to the miiu 
with artificial wings.—Youth's Com­ 
panion.

The old-time sportsman, with his 
I/aw gun and short spear, was a 


nuch-hunted game, called still hunt­ 
ing, braving death from tumbling 
rock s, 
from wounded bears, from 
slips over precipices, and manifold 
other 
dangers, 
which 
sportsmen 
these days do not, cannot under­ 
stand fully. 
W. A. Baillie-Grohrnan 
tells of such a man as this, a k ing of 
man bv birthright and a k ing of 
sportsmen by a right of success. 
Emperor Maximilian was no weak ­ 
ling. 
His arms were tough muscled 
—he beat the English archers in the 
handling of the long bow, driving a 
wooden 
arrow 
slick 
and 
clean 
through three inches of larch wood 
plank , shooting flying birds and do­ 
ing other things 
with 
primitive 
weapons such as modern sportsmen 
are proud to do with shotguns, let 
alone with single bullets. 
A light stalk ing bow, one of the 
k ind Maximilian used when hunting 
chamois, was of steel nearly four 
inches wide and half an inch thick . 
It would mak e a very serviceable 
carriage spring, 
being 
27 
long and, of course, tapering. Short 
arrows with large iron points were 
used for big game, but bullets served 
for small game. 
Fancy cross-bows 
shot both the bolts and the balls and 
naturally 
Maximilian 
had 
such 
weapons. 
With one of them he 
k illed 100 duck s in 104 shots, tak ing 
the birds as they rose from the 
water. 
Even though the duck s were 
probably close at hand and in large 
flock s, this was shooting for modern 
rifle shots to think about. 
On an­ 
other occasion, using only an arrow, 
shooting it repeatedly, the emperor 
k illed 26 hares without a miss. 
In winter the cold was so great 
that it made the steel 
bows too 
brittle. 
Maximilian 
wanted 
to 
hunt at all seasons, whether the 
cold or heat was great. 
Ho rec 
commended horn bows for winter 
use. 
Ilis contempt for tire tubes, 
“hand-gonnes.” was 
natural. 
A 
friend of his, Yorg Pungk hardt, had 
a fire tube, or antique rifle, and 
earnestly reccommended it to the 
emperor. 
The two went hunting 
one day, each with his 
favorite 
weapon. A chamois was seen stand­ 
ing on a rock , high over their heads. 
Yorg refused to shoot his gun—it 
was too far, lie said. 
Maximilian up 
with his cross bow and k illed the 
chamois, though the distance was 
over 200 yards. 
Maximilian would have delighted 
to shak e hands with a grizzly bear 
in its den, literally would have done 
so probably for the edification of the 
court ladies had there been grizzlies 
to shak e hands with.

devoted 
much attention to his hobby. 
As he 
was at the same moment devoted to 
his violin, it seems remarkable that 
he found so much spare time for his 
stamp album. 
In 1859 there were 
already several stamp brokers in 
New York, as well as in London and 
Paris, but the first reg ular stamp 
exchang e was started in Paris in 
I860 and had its first q uarters at the 
foot of the Hunting Diana, in the 
Tuileries g ardens. 
Mothers 
and 
nurses 
soon 
protested, however, 
ag ainst this invasion of their terri­ 
tory, 
as the number 
of stamp 
amateurs increased 
rapidly 
and 
took possession of this delig htful 
part of 
the 
Parisians’ 
favorite 
pleasure resort. 
The police found 
themselves oblig ed to forbid the 
premises to all stamp collectors, 
who then took refug e in a q uiet part 
of the Champs Elysees, and finally 
settled themselves permanently on 
the Avenue Marig ny, where the ex­ 
chang e was held on Sundays aud 
Thursdays. 
When one considers the amount of 
money that yearly chang es hands 
merely throug h postag e stamps one 
realizes that this trade has become 
something more than mere child’s 
play. 
The most valuable collection 
in the w-orld is owned by M. Philippe 
de Ferrari, son of the duchess of 
Galliera, and is estimated to be 
worth over $ 600,000. 
M. do Farrari 
is in constant communication with 
all the principal philatelists tlie 
world over, and has two stamp 
librarians, if the term may be em­ 
ployed, to attend to all tlie neces- 
say business, such as classifring ". 
These men are each paid a salary of 
$ 2,000 a year. 
When M. de Farrari 
desii^^s to acq uire a certain starni) 
he never lets the q uestion of ex­ 
pense interfere with his purpose. 
He recently boug ht two stam])s of 
the 1847 issue of 5Iauritiiis, 
for 
which he paid $ 8,000. 
Among the 
rare specimens of his collection are 
the issue of British Guiana, 1850, and 
Hawaii, 1852, which are worth from 
$ 1,000 to $ 1,200 each. 
Stamp collecting is said to be 
more popular in Germany than in 
any other country, 
the*^ United 
States coming next, witli some 500,- 
000 collectors. 
Then come Eng land 
and France. 
That stamp collecting 
may deg enerate into a mania of the 
most dang erous kind has been re­ 
cently showm in Paris, where the 
latest 
sensational 
murder 
was 
broug ht about by the assassin’s de­ 
sire to obtain a valuable collection 
belong ing to well-known Parisian 
collector, of the name of Delehaoff. 
Aubert, who is now on trial for 
the murder, has long been a collec­ 
tor, and there is the strong est evi­ 
dence to show that he murdered the 
unfortunate Delahacff merely 
to 
obtain the latter’s collection.—N. Y. 
Times.

Irom the Sedalia Capital, Sept. 19. 
August 22, 1891, at Niles, Ohio, 
in a speech Major McKinley said: 
“ The free coinage demanded by 
the democratic platform means that 
all the silver in the world can be 
brought to the mints of the United 
States and coined at the expense of 
the 
government; that the United

must receive 412}^ 
grains of silver, worth 80 cents the

In the New York Sun 
of S ept 10, 1893, for in stan ce, was an 
ed itorial of which this is an extract: 


For m ore than 15 y ears, 18 78 to 18 03, all the 
great prim ary atrricultiiral staples hav e been 
declining In price, although there hav e l)een 
periods when the price of som e one was high 
for a lim ited tim e. This is more notably true 
as respects secondary 
products, especially 
m eats and lard, but the trend of the w hole 
■eale has been ccnstantly downward, and the 
general price lev el at the end of each y ear 
w as low er than at its beginning. In the mean­ 
tim e there had been no m aterial reduction in 
th e cost of production, the self binder, the 
gang plow, mower, hay tedder and hay loader 
and all other great im prov em ents in agricnl- 
tn ral m achinery hav ing com e into use prior to 
1^8 . 
Subsequent m odifications and im prov e­ 
m ents hav e been in the direction of greater 
facility in operation rather than cf lessened 
cost. While it is true that there has been a 
m aterial reduction in the cost of farm ing im ­ 
plem ents. such reduction has not alw ay s re­ 
sulted in lessening the cost of production on 
the farm , as new m achines hav e often dis­ 
placed those w hich w ere but partially w orn 
and which w ere quite as efficient. 
It is probable that upon farm s large enough 
to w arrant the purchase of fu ll lines of im ­ 
prov ed m achinery the cost of production has 
thereby been lessened 10 per cent, but such 
farm s constituting less than 5 per cent of the 
w hole area under cultiv ation the aggregate 
aav ing from such econom ies has been sligh t 
and has probably been fu lly offset by the 
progressiv ely increasing use of com m ercial 
fertilizers which has been found necessary in 
all the region east of the M ississippi, not to 
increase tiae fertility of the land, but sim ply 
to prev ent further deterioration. 
T h e Y ield o f an A cre. 
While the cost of production cannot hav e 
been l e an e d as m uch as 5 per cent since 18 75, 
prices for the staple products
